President Truman declared today 
that nobody— neither Congress nor 
the courts— Can take away from 
the President his power to seize 
industry in an emergency. 
Yet he readily agreed that if the 
Supreme Court rules his sie«i in­ 
dustry seizure is illegal, he wall 
promptly restore the plants to their 
private owners. 
He w ill turn the 
mill back and see what happens, 
he said. 
He promised tjiat the nation’s 
railroads, having reached a wage 
settlement 
vesterday 
after 
21 
months m federal hands, w ill be 
returned to private management 
as quickly as papers can be signed. 
Truman asserted his claim to in­ 
herent seizure power in the strong­ 
est terms he has used to date. 
He 
implied at his nev/s conference 
that he would veto any act of 
Congress seeking to 
outlay/ 
the 
seizure technique. 
Questions fired from every angle 
failed to reconcile fully the seem­ 
ing conflict between his claim to 
inviolable power and his ready* 
promise to bow to a possible ad-j 
verse ruling by the Supreme Court, : 
now' studying the case. 
He Doesn’t Expect Order 
. 
The President said be did not 
believe the questions of constitu­ 
tionality w'as before the couri, and 
he didn’t expect the court to de­ 
clare the seizure illegal. 
The President has the pow'er to 
.seize, he stated, and they cannot 
take it way. 
Who is “ they” . Con­ 
gress or the Courts? He was asked. 
Trurhan replied that nobody— and 
he emphasized the nobody— can 
take the power away because it is 
inherent in the constitution, be­ 
cause the chief executive has the 
responsibility to see that the nat­ 
ional 'welfare is met. 
As for a possible denial of the 
power by Congress, the President 
said a law has to be signed by the 
President. 
The rep’y was a bare­ 
ly veiled implication he would not 
sign such a law. 
The President declared himself 
happy over the railroad settlement. 
He said he hoped that rail man­ 
agement and labor would abide in 
the future by the Bailw av Labor 
Act, 
Some people cannot under- 
siand, he observed, that it is better 
to abide by the law than not.

The news conference was good- 
tempered but draggy for the first 
10' minutes.
